Will you or
other members of your household know a
2" way out?

Follow the instructions; practice the escape
plan with all members of your house and
then post this somewhere in your house to
remind you to practice & review every year!

ways out of each room.

2. Walk through your home to ensure all
escapes are accessible and operational for

everyone in the house.
3. Pick an outside meeting place

4. Go through the plan with everyone in

your household.
